AFTER OUR REPRESENTATIONS YESTERDAY (REF) MFA DIRECTOR GENERAL 
OF INT'L ORGANIZATION LOPEZ SCHUMMER INFORMED US THIS EVENING 
THAT SPANISH WOULD MOVE FROM LAST YEAR'S FAVORABLE VOTE IN 
UN FOURTH COMMITTEE ON GUAM RESOLUTION (MADRID 8554 OF DEC. 

5, 1975) TO AN ABSTENTION. HE SAID SPAIN COULD NOT VOTE 
AGAINST BECAUSE OF GIBRALTAR IMPLICATIONS. MANY THIRD WORLD 
COUNTRIES THAT SUPPORT SPAIN ON GIBRALTAR ALSO ARE BEHIND THE 
GUAM RESOLUTION. SPAIN WOULD FIND IT HARD TO EXPLAIN TO THEM 
HOW IT COULD HAVE CHANGED ITS POSITION SO MUCH ONE YEAR TO THE 
NEXT. AFTER EMBOFF REPEATED ARGUMENTS FOR AN OUTRIGHT NO VOTE, 
LOPEZ SCHUMMER SAID THIS WAS THE BEST THEY COULD DO THIS 
YEAR, IMPLYING THEY MIGHT CONSIDER FURTHER MOVEMENT SHOULD 
THE ISSUE STILL BE ALIVE IN 1977 UNGA. 
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
